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( 'onlintiation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues the prior art rejection fails to teach the 
processor with an associated memory for both controlling the actuator and for determining when the microneedle has contacted the skin. The Examiner 
would like to respectfully point out the sensor (91), as disclosed in the current specification, is used only for determining the overall penetration depth of 
the lancet, and not for determining when the lancet contacts the skin. Therefore the current specification fails to support the limitation of the processor 
being used to determine when the lancet contacts the skin. Based on the lack of dislcosnre in the current specification lor the processor being used to 
determine when the lancet contacts the skin, the current prior art teaches the remaining limitations. Therefore the current prior art reads upon the current 
limitations that are supported by the current specification. 

The Examiner would also like to respectfully point out the term "memory" is misspelled in amended Claims 2-5 and 8. 

In response to the applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonohviousness by attacking the references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that Sahay et al is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of 
applicant's endeavor or, if not. then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon 
as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Sahay et al teach the 
use of a LCD display with associated markings on the housing next to the LCD display. 
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
